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REPORT. 


During the quarter ending 3lst March 1906, there were registered in 
Scotland the births of 32,976 living children, the deaths of 20,488 persons, and 
7302 marriages, The births are 2119 more than in the previous quarter, and 
972 more than in the corresponding quarter of last year. The deaths are 1957 
more than in the previous quarter, but 332 fewer than in the corresponding 
quarter of last year. The marriages are 743 fewer than in the previous quarter, 
but 435 more than in the corresponding quarter of last year. Compared to the 
average number of births, deaths and marriages registered during the first quarter 
of the last ten years, that average being corrected for increase of population, the 
births of this quarter are 841 fewer, the deaths 2533 fewer, and the marriages 
389 fewer.

BIRTHS. 


The total number of births registered during the quarter, 32,976, is 
equivalent to an annual birth-rate of 28°3 per thousand of the estimated: popula- 
tion, a rate which is 2'1 more than that for the previous quarter, and 0°5. more 
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than that for the corresponding quarter of last year, but 0-7 less than the mean, 


of the rates for the first quarter of the last ten years. : 


The birth-rate for the quarter ranged from 31°6 in the Lave Town districts 


to 19:6 in the Insular-Rural districts. In the Small Town ‘districts it was 29°2 ; 
in the Principal Town districts, 28°5 ; and in the Mainland-Rural districts, 26°0. ” 

In the eight divisions of the counties, the birth-rate ranged from 31:5 in the, 
South-Western to 21°3°in the Northern. In the West-Midland it was 28°6 ;. 
in the North-Eastern, 26°7.; in the East-Midland, 26-4; in the South-Eastern, 
25:9; in the Southern, 23:4; and in the North-Western, 21:5. 

In the eight principal towns, the birth-rate ranged from 33°3 in Greenock, to 
22-4 in Edinburgh, In Glasgow it was 30:0; in Leith, 27°8; in Dundee, 27°6; 
in Aberdeen, 27°3; in Paisley, 27°3 ; and in Perth, 24°4, id 6 

Of the 32, 976 births reviateted during the quarter, 2204, or 6°7 per cent., 
were illegitimate. © This illegitimate birth-rate is 0°2 less than that of the previous 
quarter, but is the same as that for the corresponding quarter of last year. In 
the Mainland-Rural districts this rate was 9:1; in the Principal Town districts, 
6°7; in the Small Town districts, 5:9 ; in the Insular-Rural districts, 5°7 ; and in 
the Large Town districts, 5:1. In the divisions of the counties this illegitimate 
birth-rate ranged from 12°0 in the North-Eastern, to 5°6 in the West-Midland and 
South-Western. In the Southern it was 11:4; in the East-Midland, 7:2; in the

The daily average number of births in January was 370; in February, 375; 
and in March, 371. 

In England and Wales the birth-rate for the quarter was 27°9 per thousand, 
a rate which is 0°4 less than that in Scotland, 


DEATHS. 


Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 20,488; and for that number 
the equivalent annual death-rate is 17°6 per thousand. ‘This rate is 1°9 more than 
that for the previous quarter, but 0°5 less than that for the corresponding quarter 
of last year, and 2°1 less than the mean of the death-rates of the first quarter of 
the last ten years. The death-rate for the first quarter of this year is lower than 
any recorded in the first quarter of any year since 1896 when the rate was 17°5, 

The death-rate for the quarter ranged from 18°3 in the Large Town dis- 
tricts, to 16°3 in the Insular-Rural districts. In the Principal Town districts it 
was 18°0; in the Mainland-Rural districts, 17:0 ; and in the Small Town districts, 
16-9. 4 

In the divisions of the counties it ranged from 18-1 in the Southern, to — 
15°7 in the North-Eastern. In the East-Midland it was 18:0; in the Northern 
and South-Western, 17:9; in the South-Eastern, 17°7; in the North-Western, 
17:4; and in the West-Midland, 17-2. . 

The death-rate in the eight principal towns ranged from 24°] in Dundee, 
to 15:‘lin Aberdeen. In Greenock it was 20°5; in Glasgow, 19°1; in Edinburgh, 
17°6; in Perth, 17°5; in Paisley, 17:1; and in Leith, 15-9. In Aberdeen and 
Greenock the death-rate for the quarter was less than in the previous quarter : 
in the remaining six towns it was higher than in that quarter. In Dundee, 
Paisley and Greenock, the death-rate was higher than in the corresponding 
quarter of last year; in the remaining five towns it was less than in that quarter. 

Of the 20,488 deaths registered during the quarter, 10,137 were of male 
persons, and 10,351 of female persons. 

The average number of deaths registered daily in January was 230; in 
February, 225; and in March, 227. 

The death-rate for the quarter in England and Wales was 16°5 per thousand, 
a rate 1*1 less than that in Scotland. 


MARRIAGES. 


Marriages registered during the quarter numbered 7302, for which the 
equivalent annual marriage-rate per thousand is 6°3. This rate is 0°5 less than 
that for the previous quarter, and 0-3 less than the mean of the rates of the first ~ 
quarter of the last ten years, but is 0°3 more than the rate for the corresponding 
quarter of last year. 

The marriage-rate for the quarter ranged from 74 in the Principal Town 
districts, to 4°0 in the Mainland-Rural districts, In the Large Town districts it was 
68; in the Small Town districts, 56 ; and in the Insular-Rural districts, 44. 
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In the divisions of the counties the marriage-rate ranged from 7°2 in the South- 
Western, to 4°7 in the North-Eastern.. In the South-Eastern it was 6°2; in the 
East-Midland, 6°1; in the North-Western, 5:4; in the West-Midland, 5:1; in 
the Southern, 51; and in the Northern, 4:9. 


Of the eight principal towns Greenock had the highest marriage-rate for the 
quarter, 8°5; and Aberdeen the lowest, 6-2. In Dundee the marriage-rate was 
8:3 ; in Paisley, 8-1 ; in Glasgow, 7°8 ; in Edinburgh, 7:2 ; in Perth, 7°2; and in 
~ Leith, 6°6. 

The daily average number of marriages registered in January was 122; in 
February, 63 ; and in March, 57. 


INCREASE OF POPULATION AND EMIGRATION. 


The births of the quarter numbered 32,976, and the deaths 20,488, the 
natural increase of the population, not allowing for immigration and emigration, 
was thus 12,488. No statistics are available regarding the number of immigrants 
into Scotland, but from returns furnished by the Board of Trade it is found that 
the number of emigrants from the United Kingdom during the quarter was 98,955, 
of whom 39,775 were English, 9534 Scottish, 5438 Irish, 42,055 Foreign, and 
2153 of unstated nationality. It is assumed that 212 of the last were Scottish ; 
and deducting the total number of Scottish emigrants from the gross total natural 
increase it is estimated that the net natural increase during the quarter was 2742, an 
increase which is 2400 less than that of the previous quarter, and 2023 less than 
that of the corresponding quarter of last year.

CAUSES OF DEATH IN EIGHT OF THE PRINCIPAL TOWNS. 


As fully 36 per cent, of the population of Scotland live in eight of the 
principal towns, namely, Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, 
Greenock, and Perth, it may be assumed that the causes of death found to be 
prevalent in them are fairly indicative of the causes of death prevalent in the 
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country generally. Similar information. regarding deaths in Scotland outside 
these eight towns is not yet available. 

The estimated population of these eight towns is 1,787,788. — Deaths 
registered in them during the quarter numbered 8223, and the equivalent death- - 
rate per thousand per annum.18°7. Of these deaths 2894 were.registered in 
January, 2516 in February, and 2812 in March. The average daily number of 
deaths in January was 93, in February 90, and in March 91. The death-rate 
in January was 19-1, in February 18°4, and in March 18°5. ) 

The deaths from the principal acutely infectious diseases numbered 611; of 
them 213 were registered in January, 178 in February, and 220 in March. The 
death-rate from these causes was in January 1:40, in February 1°30, and in March 
1°45. The rate for January is 0°53 less than that for the previous January ; that 
for February 0-03 less than the rate for the previous February ; while that for 
March is 0°18 more than the corresponding rate for the previous March. 

There were no deaths from small-pox registered in these towns during the quarter, 

Deaths from measles numbered 348, the death-rate from it being 0°84 in 
January, 0°78 in February, and. 0°75 in March. Deaths from scarlet fever 
numbered 36; from diphtheria, 90 ; from fevers, 32, 30 being ascribed to typhoid 
fever, an 2 to typhus fever. Deaths from hooping-cough numbered 105, the 
death-rate from it being 0°18 in January, 0°20 in February, and 0°33 in March. 

Deaths from diarrhosas numbered 205; these are 43 fewer than in the previous 
quarter, but 155 more than in the corresponding quarter of last year. The death- 
rate from these causes was 0°54 in January, 0°40 in February, aud 0°45 in March. 

Deaths from phthisis numbered 703; these are 96 more than in the previous 
quarter, but 18 fewer than in the corresponding quarter of last year. The death- 
rate in these towns from this cause was 1°40 in January, 1°63 in February, and 
1°76 in March. 

Deaths from malignant diseases numbered 433 ; these are 22 more than in the 
previous quarter, and 53 more than in the corresponding quarter of last year. Of 
these deaths 231 were ascribed to carcinoma, 24 to sarcoma, and 178 to cancer 
not otherwise described. 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 841; of them 294 were registered in 
January, 249 in February, and 298 in March; the death-rate from pneumonia in 
January amounted to 1°94, in February 1°82, and in March 1:96. Deaths from 
bronchitis during the quarter numbered 768; of them 250 were registered in 
January, 265 in February, and 253 in March ; the death-rate from bronchitis in 


. January was 1°65, in February 1°93, and in March 1°67. Deaths from pneumonia 


are 8 more than in the previous quarter, but 114 fewer than in the first quarter of 
last year. Deaths from bronchitis are 102 more than in the previous quarter, and 
9 more than in the first quarter of Jast year. 

Deaths from diseases and accidents of pregnancy and childbirth during the 
quarter numbered 74; of them 24 were registered in January, 18 in February, and 
32 in March. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 1583, the births of the 
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quarter were 12,265, the infantile mortality per thousand births was thus 129, a rate 
which is 14 less than that for the previous quarter, and 10 less than that for the 
corresponding quarter of last year. The infantile mortality rate for the quarter 
“was highest in Dundee, 213 ; and lowest in Perth, 96. In Greenock it was 126 ; 
in Glasgow, 125; in Aberdeen, 120; in ‘Edinburgh, 116; in Paisley, 114; and 
“in Leith, 104. . | 

Of the total deaths registered in these towns during the quarter, 2657, or 
32°3 per cent, were of children of less than five years of age; while 2232, or 
27-1 per cent., were of persons of over sixty. The former are 86 fewer than in 
the corresponding quarter of last year; the latter are 4 more than in that quarter. 

Deaths from violent causes numbered 315; these are 66 fewer than in the 
previous quarter, but 3 more than in the corresponding quarter of last year. Of 
these deaths, 1 was recorded as homicidal, 24 as suicidal, and 290 as accidental. 
Of the accidental deaths 5 were due to accidents with horses and vehicles, 72 to 
burns and scalds, 10 to poisons, 24 to drowning, 15 to overlaying, 12 to falls, and 


177 to other causes. 


WEATHER. 


The remarks immediately following on the weather of the quarter are 
extracted from the Meteorological Returns which appear in the  Registrar- 
General’s Monthly Reports, and refer more particularly to observations made in 
eight of the principal towns :— : 


The month of January was characterised by a low mean barometric pressure ; 
a high mean temperature, with a low mean daily range; a rather high mean rain- 
fall, with two more than the average number of days with rain; and an excess of 
strong winds from west and south-west. The mouth of February was characterised 
by a very low mean barometric pressure; a low mean temperature, with a high 
mean daily range; a low mean rainfall, with the average number of days with rain ; 
and an excess of moderate winds from north-west and north. The month of 
March was characterised by a high mean barometric pressure ; a rather low mean 
temperature, with a slightly high mean daily range; a rather high mean rainfall, 
with two less than the average number of days with rain; and. a large excess of 
winds of average force from a northerly quarter. 


Observations made throughout Scotland show that the mean height of the 
barometric column, reduced to sea-level and 32° Fahr., was 29°692 inches in 
January, 29°612 inches in February, and 29°912 inches in March. The mean 
temperature for the quarter was 37°°9, being 0°°8 below the average mean tempera- 
ture of the corresponding quarter of the last ten years. The mean temperature in 
January was 39°°5; in February, 35°°7; and in March 38°°6. The absolutely 
highest temperature registered in January was 57°°5; in February, 51°-0; and in 
March, 58°:4. The absolutely lowest temperature registered in January was 21°'5 ; 
in February, 10°°9; and.in March, 8°°6. Rain fell on 21 days in January, on 16 
days in February, and on 16 days in March; the mean fall was 4°45 inches in 
January, 2°84 inches in February, and 2°95 inches in March. Easterly winds 
were noted 10 times in January, 8 in February, and 11 in March. Westerly 
winds were noted 41 times in January, 33 in February, and 34 in March, 
Northerly winds were reported at 14 observations in January, at 20 in February, 
and at 31 in March, Southerly. winds were reported at 25 observations in | 
January, at 16 in February, and at 11 in March,

Rain, Depth in Inches, 2°95 ; greater by 0°04 inch. 
Wind, Mean Force (on Scale of 0-12), 2°9 ; being the average. 
Wind, Direction of : a 6 days’ excess of winds from N.W. and N. 
Hours of Sunshine, v. p. 62. 
Mean Amount of Cloud, 6°3 ; being the average. 


JANUARY 1906— 

Hence the month of JANUARY 1906 was characterised by a low mean barometric 
pressure ; a high mean temperature, with a slightly low mean daily range; a mean 
humidity about the average ; a rather high mean rainfall, with a large number of days 
with rain ; a considerable excess of strong winds from a Westerly quarter. The mean 
barometric pressure was 29°692 inches, or 07111 inch below the normal. The defect 
was greater in the East than in’ the West and much greater in the North than in the 
South, giving a well-marked gradient for South Westerly winds. Moderate depressions 
were rather numerous, and one on 9th was of considerable depth. From 21st to 23rd 
pressure was very high, with sea-level readings in the South of Scotland of over 30°5 
inches. At Leith the extremes for the month were 30°572 inches on 22nd and 28°863 
inches on 9th. 

The mean temperature was 39°'5, or 2°°2 above the normal, the days being 
2°°0 and the nights 2°4 above their respective averages. The temperature excess was 
everywhere well marked, though perhaps most decided towards the South. In the 
North the second and third weeks were rather colder than usual, but in most districts 
temperature was almost continuously above the average, with a specially mild speli from 
26th to 28th. Sharp ground frosts occurred between 19th and 23rd with lowest readings 
nearly everywhere in the early morning of 22nd., There were touches of frost also 
about 6th and 7th and at the very close of the month. The absolutely highest tempera- 
ture was 57°°5 at Tillypronie on 27th, and the lowest, 21°°5, at Lednathie on 22nd. 

The mean rainfall was 4°45 inches, or 16 per cent. above the normal. In 
Banffshire and parts of Aberdeenshire there was a large defect, and on part of the East 
Coast and in Berwickshire a moderate shortage. But elsewhere there was an excess, 
moderate in the South and towards the North East, but very large in Inverness-shire. 
Thus Fort-Augustus had all but twice its normal rainfall, and there was an aggregate of 
21°71 inches at Glenquoich, of 16°19 at Fort-William, and of 15:62 at Glencarron. At 
Glenquoich rain fell on every day except Ist, and there were eight days with falls of 
1 inch or over; whilst Fort-William had falls of more than 2 inches on 14th, 24th and 
27th, as much as 2°5 inches being registered there, as at Glencarron, on 27th. At the 
other extreme, the aggregate of 0°70 inch at Gordon Castle was the smallest January 
rainfall there since 1871. 

A little snow or sleet occurred about the middle of the month, fog was rather 
common, and moderate gales were frequent. i 

Thunder occurred at Deerness, Lairg, Glencarron and Tillypronie on 12th; at 
Fort-William on 16th ; at Deerness and Monach on 17th, and on Poltalloch on 28th. 


Sunshine was above the average in the extreme North, but slightly deficient in 
most districts. 


FEBRUARY 1906— 

Hence the month of FEBRUARY 1906 was characterised by a very low mean 
barometric pressure ; a very low mean temperature, with a high mean daily range ; 
a low mean humidity ; a slightly low mean rainfall, with one less than the average 
number of days with rain ; a large excess of winds from N.W, and N. 

The mean barometric pressure was 29612 inches, or 0234 inch below the normal. 
Several considerable depressions occurred, the deepest on the 10th when the barometer 
at sea-level at Leith fell to 28-452 inches. At that place pressure was above 30 inches 
only from 4th to 7th, and from 20th to 22nd, the highest reading being 30°324 inches 
on 4th. The monthly range was almost the highest on record for February. 

The mean temperature was 35°°7, or 2°°5 below the normal, the days being 1°9 
and the nights 3°-1 below their respective averages, The temperature deficiency, which 
at Fort-Augustus was as much as 4°-2, was everywhere well marked, the month being 
much colder than January. The month was characterised by short, sharp spells of 
frost alternating with milder periods. Highest readings occurred on Ist, 6th, 8th, 
18th, and 21st, and lowest on 5th, 9th, 13th, and in some Southern districts on 24th. 
Readings of 50° were noted at only four stations, all North of the Tay, and very low 
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individual readings were also rare considering the low mean temperature of the month. 
The actual lowest was 10°9 at Balmoral on 13th, Kingussie, Fort-Augustus and 
Lednathie reporting readings almost as low on same date, and the highest, 51°-0, at 
Balruddery on Ist, and at Lairg on 21st. 

The mean rainfall was 2°84 inches, or 7 per cent. below the normal. The 
distribution was very irregular. At some stations in Caithness and Sutherland, as at 
Stornoway, more than twice the average amount was recorded, and at Dunrobin the 
total of 5°81 inches has been equalled in February during the last forty years only by a 
practically identical amount in 1876. The excess, in a diminishing degree, prevailed 
along the Southern shores of the Moray Firth, southwards as far as Fort-Augustus 
and Braemar, and at most of the extreme West Coast stations. Elsewhere there was 
a shortage of varying amount, and parts of Forfarshire and East Lothian had barely 
one-third of their average rainfalls. Towards the South there were some very fine 
periods, whilst the heaviest general rains were from 7th to 10th, and on 24th and 25th. 
We note a fall of 1°73 inch at Glenquoich on 8th, and of 1°62 at Dunrobin on 25th. 

Snow and hail were frequent throughout the month, snow lying at times to 
considerable depth in the Highlands, especially about the 9th and near the close of 
the month. 

Gales were rather frequent, thunder occurred at Glasgow on 25th, and lightning 
at Fort-William on 14th and 15th. 

The month was extremely sunny, Glasgow and Paisley registering fully twice the 
average amount of bright sunshine. 


MARCH 1906— . 

Hence the month of MARCH 1906 was characterised by a high mean barometric 
pressure ; a rather low mean temperature, with a slightly high mean daily range; a 
low mean humidity ; a mean rainfall just equal to the normal, with the average number 
of days with rain ; a large excess of winds from N.W. and N. 

The mean barometric pressure was 29-912 inches, or 0103 inch above the normal. 
The distribution was favourable to the predominant N.W. winds, the variations from 
the normal ranging from a slight defect in Shetland to an excess of 0-14 inch in the 
South West. From 6th to 17th the mercury was very irregular, with falls of § inch on 
8th, and of nearly 1 inch on 11th ; but from 19th onwards pressure was above 30 inches 
almost continuously in all districts. At Leith the sea-level extremes were 30°449 inches 
on 19th, and 28°929 inches on 11th. 

The mean temperature was 38°°6, or 1°°0 below the normal, the days being O-7 
and the nights 1°2 below their respective averages. ‘Temperature was practically the 
average at a few Southern stations, whilst the greatest defect was 2°°2 at Fort- William. 
The temperature variations were remarkable, mild weather and light winds from S.W. 
early in the month being followed by extreme cold and N.W. winds during the second 
week. Thereafter, except about 16th and at the very close of the month, low tempera- 
tures ruled with frequent winds from E. and N.E. Lowest readings were everywhere 
on the night of the 13th, when a temperature in the screen of 8°°6 occurred at Fort- 
Augustus, whilst an exposed minimum at Crathes, near Banchory, fell to 0°°9. The 
absolute maximum for the month was 58°-4 at Paisley on 20th, but as a rule highest 
readings were noted about 7th, 17th, or 30th. 

The mean rainfall was 2°95 inches, or 1 per cent. above the normal. There were 
two well-defined areas of excess, one covering most districts North West of the Grampians, 
and the other extending over a fairly wide belt on either side of a line from the Firth 
of Forth to Islay. Elsewhere there was a deficiency of varying amount. Some very 
heavy falls occurred between 6th and 11th, and 14th and 17th: we note 1°42 inch at 
Glencarron on 6th, 1:96 at Glenquoich on 7th, 1:16 at Leadhills on 11th, and on 16th 
991 inches at Fort-William, and falls of about 24 inches at Glencarron, Stronvar and 
Greenock. Some Western places were all but rainless from 18th onwards. 

A snowstorm was general from about 10th to 15th, with slight railway blocks in 
the extreme North. Snow occurred also towards the end of the month. 

Thunder occurred in Midlothian on 8th, at Glasgow on 9th, and at Kelso on 18th. 

There were several very stormy days, whilst on 17th and 18th floods were general 
in consequence of melting snow and heavy rains. 

Sunshine varied in amount, but was plentiful in the West.

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REPORT. 


During the quarter ending 30th June 1906, there were registered in 
Scotland the births of 34,960 living children, the deaths of 19,306 persons, and 
8699 marriages. These births are 1984 more than in the previous quarter, 
these deaths 1182 fewer than in that quarter, and these marriages 1397 more 
than in that quarter. Compared to the corresponding returns for the second 
quarter of last year, the births are 516 fewer, the deaths 543 more, and the 
marriages 546 more. Compared to the average number of births, deaths, and 
marriages registered during the second quarter of the last ten years, the averages 
being corrected for increase of population, the births of this quarter are 1836 
fewer, the deaths 1393 fewer, and the marriages 87 fewer.

BIRTHS. 


The total number of births registered during the quarter, 34,960, is 
equivalent to an annual birth-rate of 29°7 per thousand of the estimated popula- 
tion of Scotland, a rate which is 1°4 higher than that of the previous quarter, but 
0:7 lower than that of the corresponding quarter of last year, and 1:5 lower than 
the mean of the birth-rates for the second quarter of the last ten years, 


4 Report. 


The birth-rate for the quarter ranged from 33:1 in the Large Town districts 
to 18°6 in the Insular-Rural districts. In the Small Town districts it was 30°9 ; 
in the Principal Town districts, 30°3 ; and in the Mainland-Rural districts, 26°3, 
In the Large Town districts this rate is higher than the rate for the corresponding 
quarter of last year, in the other groups of registration districts it is lower than 
in that quarter. 

The birth-rate for the quarter in the divisions of the counties, ranged from 
33:4 in the South-Western to 20°0 in the North-Western. In the West-Midland 
it was 30°2; in the South-Eastern, 27°5; in the North-Eastern, 27:4; in the 
East-Midland, 27-3; in the Southern, 24°8 ; and in the Northern 20:1. 

The birth-rate for the quarter in the eight principal towns ranged from 34°4 
in Greenock to 20°7 in Perth. In Leith it was 31°7; in Glasgow, 31°6; in 
Dundee, 30:0; in Aberdeen, 29°2; in Paisley, 27-8; and in Edinburgh, 24°1. In 
each of these towns, Greenock excepted, the birth-rate for this quarter is lower 
than in the corresponding quarter of last year. 

Of the total births, 2261, or 65 per cent., were illegitimate. These 
illegitimate births are 57 more than in the-previous quarter, but 5 fewer than in 
the corresponding quarter of last year. This illegitimate rate is 0-2 less than 
that of the previous quarter, and 0-1 more than that of the corresponding quarter 
of last year. The illegitimate rate ranged from 8°5 in the Mainland-Rural

districts to 5°5 in the Large Town districts. In the Insular-Rural districts it was 
7:6; in the Principal Town districts, 6°3; and in the Small Town districts, 5°8. 
In the divisions of the counties this rate ranged from 11°6 in the North-Eastern, 
to 5:4 in the West-Midland and South-Western. In the Southern it was 10:0 ; 
in the Northern, 8°6; in the North-Western, 6°5; in the East-Midland, 6°4; and 
in the South-Eastern, 6:4. In the counties the rate ranged from 20-0 per cent.

the rate was more than 10 per cent., in 17 counties the rate was between 5 and 
10 per cent., and in 7 counties it was less than 5 per cent. 
_ Of the living children born, 17,963 were males, and 16,997 females. There 

were thus 105-7 male children born to each 100 female children. 

The daily average number of births registered in April was 388; in May, 
379; and in June, 386, 

The birth-rate for the quarter in England and Wales was 27-6, which is 2°1 
less than that in Scotland for the quarter. 


DEATHS, 


Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 19,306; for which the 
equivalent annual death-rate is 16°4 per thousand. This rate is 1*2 less than that 
of the previous quarter, 0°3 more than that of the corresponding quarter of last 
year, and 12 less than the mean of the death-rates of the second quarter of the 
last ten years. 

The death-rate in the groups of registration districts ranged from 17°5 in the 
Large Town districts, to 15:4 in the Small Town districts. In the Principal 
Town districts it was 16°8; in the Insular-Rural districts, 16°8; and in the 
Mainland-Rural districts, 15°6. In the Principal Town districts, and in the 
Insular-Rural districts, this rate is the same as in the corresponding quarter of 
last year, in the remaining districts it is higher than in that quarter. 

The death-rate in the divisions of the counties ranged from 18:0 in the 
Southern, to 14°0 in the North-Eastern. In the West-Midland it was 17-4; 
in the North-Western, 17:2 ; in the South-Western, 16:9; in the Northern, 16:5 ; 
in the South-Eastern, 160; and in the East-Midland, 15-6. 

The death-rate for the quarter in the eight principal towns ranged from 191 
in Greenock, to 140 in Aberdeen. In Glasgow it was 18°3; in Dundee, 18-2; 
in Edinburgh, 17'1; in Perth, 16°3; in Paisley, 15:6; and in Leith, 14:8. In 
Glasgow, Aberdeen, Paisley and Perth, this rate was smaller than in the corre- 
sponding quarter of last year; in Edinburgh, Dundee, Leith and Greenock, it 
was greater than in that quarter. 

Of the total deaths registered during the quarter, 9688 were of male persons, 
and 9618 of female persons. 

Deaths registered during April numbered 6765, or an average of 226 daily ; 
during May, 6752, or an average of 218 daily ; and during June, 5789, or an 
average of 193 daily. 

The death-rate for the quarter in England and Wales was 146, which is 1°8 
less than that for the quarter in Scotland, 


MARRIAGES, 


Marriages registered during the quarter numbered 8699. These are equivalent 
to an annual marriage-rate of 7:4 per thousand, a rate which is 1°1 more than 
that of the previous quarter, 0-4 more than that for the corresponding quarter 
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of last year, and 0°1 less than the mean of the marriage-rates of the second 
quarter of the last ten years. 

In the groups of registration districts the marriage-rate of the quarter ranged 
from 9°0 in the Principal Town districts, to 2°3 in the Insular-Rural districts. 
In the Large Town districts it was 7°5; in the Small Town districts, 6°5 ; and in 
the Mainland-Rural districts, 5°2. 

In the divisions of the counties this rate ranged from 8°3 in the Southern, to 
3°5 in the Northern. In the South-Western it was 8:2; in the South-Hastern, 
8:1; in the North-Eastern, 6°9; in the East-Midland, 65; in the West-Midland, 
6°3.; and in the North-Western, 4:1. 

In the eight principal towns this rate ranged from 9°9 in Glasgow, to 6°8 in 
Paisley. In Greenock it was 9°4; in Aberdeen, 9:3; in Edinburgh, 9-2; in 
Dundee, 8:5 ; in Leith, 7:9 ; and in Perth, 7:0. 

During April, the number of marriages registered was 2964, or an average 
of 99 daily ; during May they numbered 922, or 30 daily; and during June they 
numbered 4813, or 160 daily.

CAUSES OF DEATH IN EIGHT OF THE PRINCIPAL TOWNS, 


As fully 36 per cent. of the population of Scotland live in eight of the 
principal towns, namely, Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, 
_ Greenock, and Perth, it may be assumed that the causes of death found in these 
towns to be prevalent are a fairly good indication of the causes of death prevalent 


in Scotland generally. Similar information regarding the remaining deaths in 
Scotland is not yet available. 

The estimated population of these eight towns is 1,787,788. Deaths 
registered in them during the quarter numbered 7734, the equivalent annual 
 death-rate per thousand being 17°4 The death-rate in them for April was 18°7 ;. 
for May, 18:0; and for June, 15°4. -The daily average number of deaths 
registered in them in April was 91; in May, 88; and in June, 75. 


8 Report. 


Deaths from the acutely infectious diseases numbered 572; of them 185 
were registered in April, 207 in May, and 180 in June. ‘The death-rate from them 
was 1:26 per thousand in April, 1°36 in May, and 1:23 in June. This rate in 
April was 0°30 less than in the previous April; in May, 0°67 less than that in the 
previous May ; and in June, 0°29 less than in June of last year. 

There were no deaths from small-pox registered in these towns during the 
quarter. 

Deaths from measles numbered 224, the death-rate for the quarter from 
that cause amounting to 50 per 100,000 per annum, the corresponding death-rate 
being 57 in April, 54 in May, and 40 in June. Hooping-cough caused 199 deaths, 
the equivalent annual death-rate being 45 per 100,000, a rate which in April 
was 46, in May 54, and in June 34. Scarlet fever was the cause of 26 deaths ; 
diphtheria of 66 deaths; enteric fever of 23 deaths ; cerebro-spinal ‘meningitis of 
33 deaths; pyrexia of uncertain origin, of 1 death. There were no deaths ascribed 
to typhus fever. Of the 33 deaths from cerebro-spinal ee 32 were 
registered in Glasgow and 1 in Aberdeen. 

Deaths from diarrhaas numbered 221, the death-rate from them being 50 per 
100,000, a death rate which was 42 in April, 48 in May, and 59 in June. 

* Deaths from phthisis numbered 719, for which the equivalent annual death- 
rate is 161 per 100,000; a rate which in April was 157, in May 175, and in June 
153. ‘These deathsare 16 more than in the previous quarter, and 32 more than in 
the corresponding quarter of last year. 

Malignant disease was the cause of 413 deaths, for which the equivalent 
annual death-rate is 93 per 100,000. This rate in April was 95; in May, 89; 
and in June, 94. These deaths are 20 less than in the previous quarter, and 
1 more than in the corresponding .quarter of last year. Of these deaths 217 
were ascribed to carcinoma, 12 to sarcoma, and 184 to cancer not otherwise 
defined. . 

Pneumonia was the cause of 885 deaths, the equivalent death-rate hun 199 
per 100,000 per annum, a rate which was 247 in April, 204 in May, and.145 in 
June. These deaths are 44 more than in the previous quarter, and 96 more than 
in the corresponding quarter of last year. 

Deaths from bronchitis numbered 542, the equivalent death-rate from it 
being 122 per 100,000 per annum, a rate which was 161 in April, 131 in May, 
and 72 in June. These deaths are 226 fewer than in the previous quarter, but 
74 more than in the corresponding quarter of Jast year. 

Deaths from diseases and accidents of pregnancy and childbirth including 
deaths from puerperal septic conditions, numbered 57 ; they are 17 fewer than in 
the previous quarter, and 10 fewer than in the corresponding quarter of last 
year. | 

Deaths of children of under one year old numbered 1450, for which the 
equivalent infantile mortality per thousand births is 110, a rate which is 19 less 
than that of the previous quarter, and 4 less than that of the corresponding 
quarter of last year. This rate for the quarter was highest in Dundee, 129; and 
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lowest in Perth, 96. In Greenock it was 122; in Glasgow, 109; in Edinburgh, 
109; in Aberdeen, 107 ; in Leith, 103 ; and in Paisley, 100. 

Of the total deaths registered in these towns during the quarter, 2530, or 
32°7 per cent., were of children of less than five years old; and 1981, or 25°6 
per cent., of persons of over sixty. The former are 127 fewer than in the previous 
quarter, and 173 fewer than in the corresponding quarter of last year. The 
latter are 251 fewer than in the previous quarter, but 169 more than in the 
corresponding quarter of last year. 

To violent causes during the quarter, 343 deaths were ascribed. Of them, 
3 were homicidal, 25 suicidal, and 315 accidental. Of the last, 9 were by horses 
or vehicles, 42 by burns and scalds, 18 by poisons, 28 by drowning, 43 by 
suffocation, 21 of them being by overlaying, and 16 by falls. 


WEATHER. 


The remarks immediately following on the weather of the quarter are 
extracted from the Meteorological Returns which appear in the Registrar- 
General’s Monthly Reports, and refer more particularly to observations made in 
eight of the principal towns :— 


April was characterised by a high barometric pressure; a temperature, 
slightly below the average, but with a large mean daily range; a very low 
rainfall ; and fewer easterly winds than usual. May was characterised by a very 
low barometric pressure; a low temperature, with a very low mean daily range; 
an extremely high rainfall, with a large number of days with rain; and winds 
of about average direction and force. June was characterised by a high 
barometric pressure; a high mean temperature, with a low mean daily range; 
a low mean rainfall, with fewer days with rain than usual; and a moderate 
wind force, with a slight deficiency of winds from between south-east and 
south-west. 


Observations made throughout Scotland show that the mean height of the 
barometric column, reduced to sea-level and 32° Fahr., was 30°025 inches in 
April, 29°805 inches in May, and 30°100 inches in June. The mean temperature 
for the quarter was 48°°7, which is 0°:5 below the average mean temperature of 
the corresponding quarter for the last ten years. The mean temperature of 
April was 43°°3; of May, 46°°9; and of June, 55°°8, The absolutely highest 
temperature registered in April was 72°0; in May, 73°:0; and in June, 82°'7. 
The absolutely lowest temperature registered in April was 20°°0; in May, 22°:0; 
and in June, 32°°0. Rain fell on 12 days in April, on 22 in May, and on 11 
in June; the mean amount collected was 1:77 inch in April, 5°09 inches in 
May, and 1:39 inch in June. Easterly winds were noted at 15 observations 
in April, at 24 in May, and at 19 in June. Westerly winds were noted 29 
times in April, 23 in May, and 27 in June. Northerly winds were reported 
at 18 observations in April, at 20 in May, and at 19 in June. Southerly 
winds were noted 18 times in April, 21 in May, and 15 in June,

APRIL 1906— 

Hence the month of APRIL 1906 was characterised by a high mean barometric 
pressure ; a mean temperature a little below the average, but with a very high mean 
daily range ; a very low mean humidity ; a low mean rainfall, with fewer days with 
rain than the average ; and fewer Easterly winds than usual. 

The mean barometric pressure was 30°025 inches, or 0°142 inch above the normal. 
During the first half of the month the barometer remained continuously high, and at Leith 
on 8th reached 30°713 inches, which appears to be the highest April reading on record for 
that place. After the 16th pressure fluctuated greatly, and towards the end of the month 
a succession of depressions crossed the country from North to South. At Leith the 
lowest reading was 29°161 on 29th, giving a monthly range approaching twice the average. 

The mean temperature was 43°:3, or 0°°8 below the normal, and with days 1°-2 above 
and nights 2°°8 below their respective averages, the mean daily range was much higher 
than usual. Edinburgh and one or two other places had temperatures slightly above 
the normal. During the first half of the month, brilliant sunshine gave high day 
temperatures, but the nights were cold ; but after the 15th the weather was continuously 
cold, with very low readings around the 19th. The maximum for the month was 72°0 
at Clathick on 9th, and the lowest 20°-0, which was registered at Lednathie on 4th, and 
at Stronvar and Leadhills on 19th. 

The mean rainfall was 1°77 inch, or 22 per cent. below the normal. Towards the 
North and North West there was an excess as a rule, amounting to 41 per cent. at Glen- 
carron ; but to the East and South of the Grampians there was a decided shortage, several 
stations such as Perth, Dumbarton, Leith and Dumfries having only half, or less than 
half, their normal amounts. Many places were rainless, or all but so, up till 15th, and at 
some of these, as Clathick and Greenock, there was a practically continuous drought from 
March 18th. From 15th onwards rain was frequent, with heaviest falls around 16th 
and 20th. We may note the following :—at Glencarron 1:71 inch on 20th and 1:06 on 
15th ; at Glenquoich 1:25 on 20th, and. 1:20 on 15th ; and at Lochbuie (Mull) 1-20 on 
28th and 1°10 on 15th. 

The month was an exceedingly sunny one, especially during the first half, Crathes 
averaying nearly 8 hours a day of “bright sunshine.” From 15th onwards the weather 
was very changeable, and often of a wintry character, with frequent falls of snow 
and sleet. 

Thunder was reported at Lairg and Glencarron on 21st, and a thunderstorm at 
Stronvar, Buchlyvie and Drumlanrig on 30th. 


MAY 1906— 

Hence the month of MAY 1906 was characterised by a very low mean barometrie 

pressure ; a low mean temperature, with a very low mean daily range; a high mean 
humidity ; an abnormally high mean rainfall, with a very large number of days with 
rain ; winds of about average distribution. 
; The mean barometric pressure was 29°805 inches, or 0°139 inch below the normal. 
The mercury seldom reached 30 inches, and was lowest on 2nd and between 14th and 
17th, but depressions though rather numerous were not deep. At Leith the sea-level 
extremes were 30°156 inches on 14th and 29°400 on 2nd. 3 

The mean temperature was 46°9, or 2°1 below the normal, the days being 3°3 
and the nights 08 below their respective averages, Highest temperatures occurred 
about 7th, 13th or between 26th and 30th, but there were no spells of warm weather, the 
days being as a rule very cold, with cloudy skies. Quite wintry weather occurred at 
times, especially during the third week, though the actual minima at most places were on 
Ist or 2nd. The lowest reading recorded was 22°:0 at Lednathie on Ist, whilst Balmoral 
reported 23°0 on 11th, with an exposed reading of 20°-0, Dumfries was the only 
station with a reading over 70°-0, its maximum being 73°'0 on 13th. 

The mean rainfall was 5:09 inches, or 122 per cent. above the normal. In 
Hastern districts generally, rainfall was much the heaviest for May since observations 
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were organised. There was a decided excess all over the country, but whilst this was 
moderate towards the North West, to the South East of a line drawn from about Elgin 
to Loch Ryan, all stations had much more than twice, and some more than thrice their 


normal amounts. The excess was perhaps most remarkable in the Logie Coldstone 


district of Aberdeenshire and in East Lothian. At Smeaton the total of 6°29 inches 
was no less than 34 times the average, and more than 2 inches above any May rainfall 
at that place, in a record going back to 1834. In Berwickshire, East Lothian, and on 
the Fortarshire Coast more rain fell than in the first four months of the year together. 
We note the following heavy falls:—1°51 inch at Leadhills on 5th; 2°09 inches at 
Loanhead (Logie Coldstone) on 16th ; and 2°33 inches at Smeaton on 19th. The absence 
of heavy falls at nearly all West Coast stations was remarkable. 

The month was thus an exceptional one, and especially from 16th to 19th was of a 
wintry character, with snow in districts, Heavy and destructive flooding occurred in 
East Lothian on 19th and 20th. 

Thunderstorms were general during the last week of the month, especially on 24th 
and 26th. 

Sunshine was much below the average. 


JUNE 1906— 

Hence the month of JUNE 1906 was characterised by a high mean barometric 
pressure ; a somewhat high mean temperature, with a rather large mean daily range ; a 
rather low mean humidity ; a mean rainfall greatly below the normal, and with fewer 
days with rain than the average ; fewer Southerly winds than usual. 

The mean barometric pressure of 30°100 inches was 0°154 inch above the normal, 
and the highest June pressure since 1887, though the mean for 1903 was all but as 
high. At Leith the mercury remained continuously above 30 inches from 2nd _ to 23rd, 
the highest reading being 30°397 inches on 5th. The lowest reading there was 29°428 
inches on Ist. 

The mean temperature was 55°’8, or 0°°9 above the normal, the days being 1°°6, and 
the nights 0°*1 above their respective averages. At Fort-Augustus temperature was just 
the average, and at Peterhead and in Orkney there was a deficiency, but as a rule the 
excess was well marked. Some considerable fluctuations were experienced. Thus 
everywhere the maximum was reached on 11th or 12th, Paisley reporting on the former 
day a shade reading of 82°°7,—the absolute maximum for Scotland for the month,— 
whilst four days later the highest temperature at that place was only 60°°0. At both 
the beginning and end of the month the nights were very cold, especially the night of 
the 28th, when a ground frost was experienced in Central and Northern districts. The 
absolute minimum, however, fell on 9th, when Lednathie reported a shade reading of 
32°°0. 

The mean rainfall was 1°39 inch, or 45 per cent. below the normal, the distribu- 
tion being in extraordinary contrast to that of May. In East Lothian and at Kelso the 
amounts were about the average, but most of the rainfall stations had a shortage of from 
30 to 50 per cent., whilst Dunrobin, Fort Augustus, Lednathie and Stronvar had only 
about one quarter of their normal amounts. From 2nd to 15th, a practically rainless 
spell occurred in most districts, though at Arbroath, and in Berwickshire, rather heavy 
falls were noted on 7th, as at Gordon Castle on 14th. Towards the North West this dry 
spell was prolonged till the 20th. The month closed under dry conditions in the South, 
though in the North rather heavy falls occurred. The heaviest daily amounts were 
0:93 inch at Smeaton on 16th ; 0°94 at Leadhills on 25th ; 0°86 at Edinburgh on 26th ; 
and on 0°88 at Glencarron on 27th. 

On 29th the Kingussie observer reported “ fresh snow on the Grampians.” 

Thunder was reported at Arbroath and Duns on 7th; at Haddington on 9th; at 
Wolfelee and Drumlanrig on 12th; at Wolfelee on 22nd; at Corstorphine on 25th ; 
and, probably, at Duns on 16th, 26th and 30th. : 

A good deal of fog occurred, especially around 10th, 18th and 22nd. Bright sunshine, 
however, except in Orkney, was above the average, Inverness, Fort Augustus and 
Glasgow having twice as much as in May.

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REPORT. 


During the quarter ending 30th September 1906, there were registered in 
Scotland the births of 32,109 living children, the deaths of 16,439 persons, and 
8576 marriages, Compared to the returns of the previous quarter, the births 
are 2851 fewer, the deaths 2867 fewer, and the marriages 123 fewer. Compared 
to the returns of the third quarter of the previous year the births are 935 fewer, 
the deaths 27 more, and the marriages 398 more. Compared to the average 
number of births, deaths, and marriages registered during the third quarter 
during the last ten years, these averages being corrected for increase of population, 
it is found that the births of this quarter are 2694 fewer than that corrected 
average, the deaths are 1912 fewer than the corrected average, but the marriages 


are 93 more than the corrected average.

The 32,109 births registered are equivalent to an annual birth-rate of 27°0 
per thousand of the estimated population, a rate which is 2°7 less than the birth- 
rate of the previous quarter, 1-1 less than the birth-rate of the third quarter of 
last year, and 2:3 less than the mean of the rates of the third quarter of the last 
ten years. Sete 4) 
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The birth-rate of the quarter ranged from 29°6 in the Large Town districts, 
to 21°5 in the Insular-Rural districts. In the Small Town districts it was 28°2 ; 
in the Principal Town districts, 27:0 ; and in the Mainland-Rural districts, 24°5. 

In the divisions of the counties the birth-rate for the quarter ranged from 
29°4 in the South-Western, to 21°3 in the Northern. In the West-Midland it 
was 26°4; in the North-Eastern, 26°2; in the East-Midland, 25:4 ; in the South- 
Eastern, 25:2; in the Southern, 23°6 ; and in the North-Western, 22:2. 

In the eight principal towns the birth-rate for the quarter ranged from 31:0 
in Greenock, to 22°2 in Edinburgh. In Leith it was 28-2; in Glasgow, 27°9; in 
Dundee, 26°7 ; in Aberdeen, 26°2; in Paisley, 23°6; and in Perth, 22°5, 

Of the 32,109 births registered, 2291, or 7:1 per cent., were illegitimate. 
These illegitimate births are 30 more than in the previous quarter, and 132 more 
than in the corresponding quarter of last year. ‘The illegitimate rate is 0°6 
higher than the rate of last quarter, and the same amount higher than that of 
the third quarter of last year. The illegitimate rate ranged from 9°2 in the

Mainland-Rural districts, to 5-4 in the Insular-Rural districts. In the Principal 
Town districts it was 71; in the Small Town districts, 6-5; and in the Large 
Town districts, 5‘7, In the divisions of the counties this rate ranged from 12°4 
in the North-Eastern, to 5:3 in the West-Midland. In the Southern it was 11°5 : 
in the Northern, 8:4; in the East-Midland, 7-3; in the North-Western, 7-2; in 
the South-Hastern, 6-8; and in the South-Western, 6:0. In the counties this rate 
ranged from 14°3 in Nairn, 14:1 in Elgin, and 14:0 in Dumfries, to 3°6 in Peebles, 
41 in Dumbarton, and 4°3 in Linlithgow. This rate was more than 10 per cent. 
in ten counties, between 5 and 10 per cent. in eighteen counties, and below 5 per 
cent. in five counties. 

Of the living children born, 16,542 were males, and 15,567 females. There 
were thus 106°3 male children born to each 100 female children. |

The birth-rate for the quarter in England and Wales was 27:0, which is the 
same as the birth-rate for the quarter in Scotland, 


DEATHS, 


Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 16,439; this is equivalent to 
an annual death-rate of 13°8 per thousand of the estimated population of Scotland. 
This rate is 2°6 less than that of the previous quarter, 0°1 less than the rate of 
the third quarter of last year, 1°6 less than the mean of the rates of the third 
quarter of the last ten years, and is the lowest rate for any period of three 
months ever recorded since the. commencement of these reports now nearly fifty- 
two years ago. . 

The death-rate in the groups of registration districts ranged from 14°5 in the 
Large Town districts, to 12°8 in the Mainland-Rural districts. In the Principal 
Town districts it was 14:2; in the Insular-Rural districts, 14:2; and in the 
Small Town districts, 13:5. | 

In the divisions of the counties the death-rate ranged from 14:5 in the 
West-Midland, to 12-2 in the North-Eastern. In the South-Western it was 14:4; 
in the Northern, 14:0; in the North-Western, 13°6; in the Southern, 13:6; in 
the South-Eastern, 13°4; and in the East-Midland, 13°3. 

The death-rate for the quarter in the eight principal towns ranged from 16°0 
in Dundee, to 12°9 in Paisley. In Glasgow it was 15:3; in Greenock, 15°2; in 
Perth, 14°6; in Leith, 13°3; in Edinburgh, 13'0; and in Aberdeen, 13:0. In. 
each of these towns the death-rate was smaller than in the previous quarter. 

Of the total deaths registered 8303 were of males, and 8136 were of females: 

Deaths registered during July averaged 176 daily; during August 175 
daily ; and during September 186 daily. 

The death-rate for the quarter in England and Wales was 14:9, a rate which 
is 1*] higher than that for the quarter in Scotland. 


MARRIAGES. 


Marriages registered during the quarter numbered 8576. These are equivalent 
to an annual marriage-rate of 7:2 per thousand, a rate which is 0°2 less than the 
rate for the previous quarter, but 0°3 more than that for the corresponding quarter 
of last year, and 0°] more than the mean of the marriage-rates of the third quarter 
of the last ten years. 

The marriage-rate for the quarter ranged from 9:1 in the Principal Town 
districts, to 1°8 in the Insular-Rural districts. In the Large Town districts it was 
81; in the Small Town districts, 6°3 ; and in the Mainland-Rural districts, 3°7. 

In the divisions of the counties this rate ranged from 8°2 in the South- 
Western and South-EHastern, to 2:7 in the North-Western. In the East-Midland 
it was 6°9; in the Southern, 6:3; in the West-Midland, 6:2; in the North- 
Kastern, 5:2; and in the Northern, 3°6. 
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In the eight principal towns this rate ranged from 10°5 in Edinburgh, to 7:2 
in Leith. In Glasgow it was 9°8; in Dundee, 9°5; in Greenock, 8°9; in Perth, 
85; in Paisley, 8:3; and in Aberdeen, 7:6. 

In July, the average number of marriages registered daily was 139; in August, 
it was 63; and in September, 78.

CAUSES OF DEATH IN EIGHT OF THE PRINCIPAL TOWNS, 


As fully 36 per cent. of the population of Scotland live in eight of the 
principal towns, namely, Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, 
Greenock, and Perth, it may be assumed that the causes of death found in them 
to be prevalent are a fairly good indication of the causes of death prevalent 
in Scotland generally. Similar information AEDS the remaining deaths in 
Scotland is not yet available. 

The estimated population of these eight towns is 1,787,788. Deaths 
registered in them during the quarter numbered 6523, for which the equivalent 
annual death-rate is 14°5. The death-rate in them for July was 14°1; for 
August, 13-9; and for September, 15°5. The daily average number of deaths 
registered in them in July was 69; in August, 68 ; and in September, 76. 

Deaths from the acutely infectious diseases numbered 387; of them 151 
were registered in July, 120 in August, and 116 in September. The death-rate from 
these causes for the quarter was 0°86 per thousand, for July 1°00, for August 0°79, 
and for September 0°79. This rate for July was 0°16 lower than the correspond- 
ing rate for the previous July ; that for August, 0-11 lower than the corresponding 
rate for the previous August; and that for September 0°03 lower than the 
corresponding rate for the previous September. 

No cases of death from small-pox registered in these eight towns during the 
quarter. 

Deaths from measles numbered 77, which 18 ee aiyalent to an annual death- 
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rate of 17 per 100,000 from that cause, a rate which is 33 less than that for the 
previous quarter. This rate in July was 28, in August 16, and in September 7. 
Deaths from hooping-cough during the quarter numbered 139, the equivalent 
annual death-rate being 31 per 100,000, a rate which is 14 lower than in the 
previous quarter ; this death-rate in July was 35, in August 30, and in September 
28. Scarlet fever was the cause of 22 deaths; diphtheria of 49 deaths; enteric 
fever of 40 deaths ; pyrexia of uncertain origin of 2 deaths; and cerebro-spinal 
meningitis of 58 deaths. There were no deaths ascribed to typhus fever. Of the 
58 deaths from cerebro-spinal meningitis, 55 were registered in Glasgow, 1 in 
Dundee, and 2 in Paisley. 

Deaths from diarrhwas numbered 623, the equivalent annual death-rate being 
138 per 100,000, a rate which is 88 higher than the corresponding rate of the 
previous quarter; this rate in July was 59, in August 123, and in September 237. 

Deaths from phthisis numbered 528, the equivalent annual death-rate being 
117 per 100,000. This rate is 44 lower than that of the previous quarter; in July 
it was 135, in August 108, and in September 108. 

Malignant disease was the ascribed cause of 445 deaths during the quarter, 
for these the equivalent annual death-rate is 99 per 100,000. This rate in July 
was 112; in August, 96; and in September, 89. The dcath-rate from 
malignant disease in the previous quarter was 93. 

Pneumonia was the cause of 439 deaths during the quarter, for which the 
equivalent annual death-rate amounts to 97 per 100,000, a rate which is 102 
less than that for the previous quarter, and which in July was 98, in August 
90, and in September 104. Deaths from pneumonia are 446 fewer than in the 
previous quarter, but 3 more than in the corresponding quarter of last year. 

Deaths from bronchitis numbered 264, for which the equivalent annual 
death-rate is 59 per 100,000, a rate which is 63 lower than that for the previous 
quarter ; in July this rate was 66, in August, 55, and in September, 55. These 
deaths are 278 fewer than in the previous quarter, and 5 fewer than in the third 
quarter of Jast year. 

Deaths from diseases and accidents of pregnancy, including puerperal septic 
conditions, numbered 43 ; these are 14 fewer than in the previous quarter, and 23. 
fewer than in the third quarter of last year. . 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 1527 ; these are 77 
more than in the previous quarter, and 34 more than in the third quarter of last 
year. The infantile mortality for the quarter amounts to 129 per thousand births, 
this rate is 19 higher than in the previous quarter, and’5 higher than in the third 
quarter of last year. The infantile mortality-rate for the quarter was highest in 
Dundee and Glasgow, in both of which towns it was 140; and lowest in Perth, 
where it was 87. In Leith it was 124; in Aberdeen, 123 ; in Greenock, 118; in 
Paisley, 112; and in Edinburgh, 103, 

Of the total deaths registered in these eight towns during the quarter, 2295, 
or 35°2 per cent., were of children of less than five years old ; and 1571, or 24:1 | 
per cent., of persons of over sixty. The former proportion is 2°5 more than in the 
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previous quarter, but 0-4 less than in the third quarter of last year. The latter 
proportion is 1°5 less than in the previous quarter, but 0°7 more than the 
corresponding proportion in the third quarter of last year. 
Deaths from violent causes numbered 296, and were 47 fewer than in the 
"previous quarter, but 12 more than in the third quarter of last year. Of these 1 
| was homicidal, 29 suicidal, and 266 accidental. 


WEATHER. 


The remarks immediately following on the weather of the quarter are 
/ extracted from the Meteorological Returns which appear in the Registrar- 
| General’s Monthly Reports, and refer more particularly to observations made in 
- eight of the principal towns :— | 


July was characterised by a slightly high mean pressure; a somewhat low 
“Mean temperature, with a large daily range; a low mean rainfall; and rather 
more frequent winds than usual from S.E. and S.W. August was characterised 
by a slightly high mean pressure; a high mean temperature, with an average 
daily range; a very high mean rainfall ; and an excess of winds of moderate force 
from $5. and §.W. September was characterised by an exceptionally high mean 

pressure ; a high mean temperature, with a notably high daily range; a low mean 
rainfall, with a small number of rainy days; a wind force much below the 
average, with a trifling excess of winds from S.W. 


Observations made at various stations throughout Scotland show that the mean 
height of the barometric column, reduced to sea-level and 32° Fahr., was 29:921 
‘inches in July, 29-867 inches in August, and 30°148 inches in September. The 
mean temperature for the quarter was 56°:0, which is 0°:2 above the average mean 
, temperature for the third quarter for the last ten years. The mean temperature 
of July was 56°-0; of August, 57°°5; and of September, 54°°5, The absolutely 
highest. temperature recorded in July was 78°°0; in August, 85°°4; and in 
September, 90°-0. The absolutely lowest temperature recorded in July was 33°-0 ; 
in August, 32°:3; and in September, 27°°0. Rain fell on 16 days in July, on 20 
in August, and on 10 in September ; the mean amount collected was 2°68 inches in 
| July, 4°83 inches in August, and 1:82 inch in September. Easterly winds were 
: reported at 12 observations in July, at 15 in August, and at 12 in September. 
Westerly winds were noted at 37 observations in July, at 31 in August, and at 32 
‘in September. Northerly winds were noted at 10 observations in July, at 12 in 
August, and at 12 in September, Southerly winds were noted 26 times in July, 
: 24 in August, and 20 in September,

JULY 1906— 

Hence the month of JULY 1906 was characterised by a slightly high mean 
pressure ; a low mean temperature, with a rather high mean daily range; a rather 
low mean humidity ; a somewhat low mean rainfall, with about the average number 
of days with rain ; and a large excess of winds from between §.E. and W. 

The mean barometric pressure was 29°921 inches, or 0°029 inch above the normal. 
The fluctuations of the mercury were unimportant except on the 19th, when a depression 
of unusual depth for summer passed close to the Shetlands (28°82 inches at Baltasound), 
with a strong Westerly gale in the north. At Leith the sea-level extremes were 30°249 
inches on 11th and 29°425 inches on 18th. : 

The mean temperature was 56°:0, or 1°°3 below the normal, the days being 0°°6 and 
the nights 2°-0 below their respective averages. Thus the nights were decidedly cool, 
whilst a feature of the month was the absence of high day temperatures in shade, 
Edinburgh failing to reach 70°-0.. A good many stations differed from their normals by 
less than 0°'5, whilst others, as Dunrobin and Fort William, had a deficiency of more 
than 2°:0, Highest readings occurred on various dates, chiefly between 22nd and 26th, 
but at Kingussie and Dumfries on 5th. Lowest readings were noted in most districts 
on Ist or 11th, but in some on 20th or some later date. The absolutely highest 
temperature was 78°-0 at Dumfries on 5th and at Dundee on 2nd, and the lowest 33°-0 
at Lairg on Ist, and we note also on 11th 33°2 at Kingussie and 33°5 at Balmoral. 

The mean rainfall was 2°68 inches or 14 per cent. below the normal. Towards the 
North-West there was a decided excess, amounting at Fort-William to 70 per cent. ; but 
in Eastern and Southern districts a pronounced shortage, Dundee with an aggregate of 
0°98 inch, falling on 8 days, having one third of its normal allowance. Remarkably 
heavy falls occurred in the North-West between 17th and 19th, the total for these three 
days being more than 7 inches at Glenquoich, whilst Fort-William registered 3°29 inches 
on 17th and 1°64 inch on 18th. In the South the heaviest falls were 1°11 inch at Lead- 
hills on 16th and 1:04 inch at Greenock, on 18th. The greater part of the month’s rain 
fell during the third week, except in parts of the Eastern fringe of the country where 
heavy falls occurred on 31st. At Aberdeen a fall of 1°16 inch on that day was more 
than half the total for the month. 

The gale of the 19th came on very suddenly and caused serious loss to the Shetland 
fishing fleet. 

Sleet fell at Poltalloch on 7th, and hail at that place and also at Glencarron and 
Paisley on 19th and at Peterhead on 24th. 

Severe thunderstorms occurred at some Western Stations on the night of 30th, and 
towards the East on 31st. ) 

Sunshine was decidedly above the*average in amount; but a good deal of fog 
occurred in East and North at the close of the month and around 6th and 7th. 


AUGUST 1906— 

Hence the month of AUGUST 1906 was characterised by a slightly high mean 
barometric pressure ; a rat’.er high mean temperature, with a slightly low mean daily 
range ; an average mean humidity ; a high mean rainfall, with a large number of days 
with rain ; and winds of average distribution and very moderate force. 

The mean barometric pressure was 29°867 inches, or 0011 inch below the normal. 
From 26th onwards the mercury was high and steady, but for the greater part of the 
month the weather was under the influence of depressions of moderate depth. At 
Leith the sea-level extremes were 30°346 inches on 27th and 29°45] inches on 13th. 

The mean temperature was 57°5, or 1°°0 above the normal, the days being 0°8 
and the nights 1°2 above their respective averages. The temperatures excess was very 
decided in the South and South-East. Lowest readings were noted on various dates,— 
at most stations on the night of 18th, but at some on 23rd and 26th, and at Rothesay on 
6th. About 22nd and 23rd the day temperatures were very low for the time of year, 
but during the last three days a remarkable heat wave spread northwards from 
England, with highest readings on 31st when many of the stations reported maxima 
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above 80°0. The absolutely highest temperature was 85°-4 at Loanhead (Logie 
Coldstone) on 31st, and the lowest 32°-3 at Lairg on 23rd. 

The mean rainfall was 4°83 inches, or 31 per cent. above the normal. Towards 
East and South there was a large excess, Cargen (near Dumfries) having 8°74 inches, or 
116 per cent. above the average, and the heaviest August rainfall there for at least 40: 
years. Towards the West and North the distribution was irregular. There was a 
heavy local excess in the Logie Coldstone district between the Dee and the Don, whilst 
Upper Deeside had a deficiency, and Fort-William and Glencarron had small shortages, 
a Stornoway little more than half its average. Heaviest falls occurred on 2nd (1°70 
inch at Dumfries) ; on 8th (2°51 inches at Tillypronie) ; on 13th (1°05 inch at Lerwick 
and 1:08 inch at Smeaton) ; and on 16th (1:23 inch at Tillypronie) The closing days 
of the month were rainless. 

A severe thunderstorm was general on 2nd, with serious flooding at Dundee and 
elsewhere, whilst thunder was heard at Marchmont on as many as 8 days and at Led- 
nathie on 7, 

The close of the month was characterised by brilliant sunshine in all districts, but 
otherwise the skies were much cloudier than usual. Fog was not infrequent. 


SEPTEMBER 1906— 

Hence the month of SEPTEMBER 1906 was characterised by an exceptionally 
high mean pressure; a high mean temperature, with a notably high daily range; a 
rather low mean humidity ; a very low mean rainfall, with a small number of days with 
rain ; and a wind force much below the average, with a slight excess of winds from W. 

The mean barometric pressure of 30°148 inches or 0°282 inch above the normal, 
was the highest recorded since 1894 (when the mean was 30°217 inches), and with that 
exception the highest for at least 50 years. During the second half of the month the 
mercury was continuously high, and from 23rd to 27th remained above 30°5 inches in 
Southern districts, Earlier in the month the more important depressions were on 2nd, 
5th and 15th, the extremes at Leith being 30°579 inches on 28rd, and 29°345 inches 
on 15th. , 

The mean temperature was 54°°5, or 1°°7 above the normal. The night temperatures 
were practically equal to the normal, but the days were 3°°4 above, the resulting daily 
range of 17°°3 being the highest recorded in 50 years. The hot spell which began at 
the close of August continued into the early days of September, and “record” readings 
were reported. Gordon Castle touched 90° in the shade on 1st, Dumfries 89° on 2nd, 
Duns 89° on both Ist and 2nd, whilst 88° was reached at Paisley, Haddington, 
Dalkeith, Broomlands and Wolfelee. The heat wave did not extend to the Northern 
Islands, Deerness on Ist having a maximum of only 68° and Baltasound of 64°°5. 
Cooler weather set in about the 4th, and there were thereafter no remarkable deviations 
from the normal, though some ground frost occurred towards the close of the month, 
whilst we note shade minima, 27°0 at Crathes on 27th, 28°°0 at Kingussie on 17th, and 
28°°9 at Balmoral on 30th. ane 

The mean rainfall of 1°82 inch was 48 per cent. below the normal, and the lowest 
mean since 1895. In the Hebrides, and in Southern and South Eastern districts there 
was only one-fifth the normal rainfall, whilst shortages of at least 50 per cent. were wide 
spread. At Deerness there was a trifling excess, The last half of the month was 
practically rainless, whilst heavy falls occurred towards West and North on 5th, 11th and 
13th. We note :—on 5th, 1°98 inch at Glencarron, 1°87 inch at Fort-William, and 1 50 
inch at Lochbuie ; on 11th, 1°02 inch at Dunrobin, 1:70 inch at Lochbuie, and 1°21 
inch at Rothesay; and on 13th, 1:26 inch at Baltasound.

A gale from S.W. was experienced in exposed Western districts on 5th. 

There was much bright sunshine, but some dense fog at the end of the month. 

Thunder at Baltasound on Ist, 2nd, 8th and 12th; at Balmoral on 3rd; at Led- 
nathie, Rothesay and Cargen on 14th ; and at Deerness on 15th.

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REPORT. 


During the quarter ending 31st December 1906, there were registered in 
Scotland the births of 31,875 living children, the deaths of 19,352 persons, and 
8546 marriages. The births are 234 fewer than in the previous quarter, but 
1018 more than in the fourth quarter of 1905; the deaths are 2913 more than 
in the previous quarter, and 821 more than in the corresponding quarter of last 
year; the marriages are 30 fewer than in the previous quarter, but 501 more 
than in the corresponding quarter of last year. Compared to the average number 
registered in the fourth quarter of the last ten years, those averages being cor- 
rected for the increase of population, the births of this quarter are 1740 fewer, 
the deaths 807 fewer, and the marriages 147 fewer.

The total number of births registered during the quarter was 31,875, .a 
number equivalent to an annual birth-rate of 26°8 per thousand of the estimated 
population of Scotland. This rate. is. 0-2 lower than that for the third quarter 
of 1906, -but 0°6 higher than that for the fourth quarter of 1905... It, is! 195 
less than the average of the birth-rates of the fourth quarter of the last. ten 


years. 


4 Report. 


The birth-rate of the quarter was highest in the Large Town registration 
districts, 29:4, and lowest in the Insular-Rural districts, 21°7. In the Small Town 
districts it was 27°8; in the Principal Town districts, 27-2; and in the Mainland- 
Rural districts, 23:5, 

In the divisions of the counties the birth-rate of the quarter ranged from 
29-5 in the South-Western, to 21°3 in the Southern. In the West-Midland it 
was 27°3; in the North-Eastern, 26°6 ; in the South-Eastern, 24:6; in the East- 
Midland, 24-0 ; in the North-Western, 22°7 ; and in the Northern, 22:2. 

In the eight principal towns the birth-rate of the quarter ranged from 30°2 
in Greenock, to 21°1 in Edinburgh. In Leith it was 28°3; in Glasgow, 28°2; in 
Aberdeen, 27°6; in Paisley, 26°4; in Dundee, 25°3 ; and in Perth, 21°7. 

Of the 31,875 births eae i during the quarter, 2139, or 6°7 per cent., 
were illegitimate. These illegitimate births are 152 fewer than in the previous 
quarter, but 9 more than in the corresponding quarter of last year. The illegiti- 
mate rate is 0°4 less than that of the previous quarter, and 0-2 less than that 
of the corresponding quarter of last year. The illegitimate rate was highest in the

Mainland-Rural registration districts, where it was 8°2, and lowest in the Insular- 
Rural districts where it was 4:8. In the Principal Town districts it was 7-0; 
in the Small Town districts, 6:3; and in the Large Town districts, 5-0, In the 
divisions of the counties this rate ranged from 11°9 in the North-Eastern, and 
10°6 in the Southern, to 4°6 in the West-Midland. It the South-Eastern, it was 
7-0; in the East-Midland, 6:5; in the South-Western, 5°8; in the North- 
Western, 5°3; and in the Northern, 5:2. In the counties this rate ranged from 
16°5 in Wigtown, 15°6 in Elgin, and 12-2 in Banff and Aberdeen ; to 2°8 in Ross 
and Cromarty, 2°9 in Dumbarton, 3°6 in Linlithgow, and 3°8 in Renfrew. In eight 
counties this rate for the quarter was more than 10 per cent., in seventeen counties 
it was between 5 and 10 per cent., in eight counties it was less than 5 per cent. 
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- The birth-rate for the quarter in England and Wales was 25:9, which is 
0°9 lower than that for the quarter in Scotland, 


DEATHS, 


Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 19,352; this is equivalent to 
an annual death-rate of 16°3 per thousand of the estimated population of Scotland. 
This rate is 2°5 higher than that of the previous quarter, and 0°6 higher than 
that of the corresponding quarter of last year, but 0°6 lower than the mean 
of the death-rates of the fourth quarter of the last ten years. 

In the groups of registration districts the death-rate for the quarter was 
highest in the Principal Town districts, 17°3; and lowest in the Insular-Rural 
districts, 13°4. In the Large Town districts it was 17-2; in the Mainland-Rural 
districts 15-0 ; and in the Small Town districts, 14°8. 

In the divisions of the counties the death-rate ranged from 16°8 in the 
South-Western to 14°9 in the Northern, and in the North-Western. In the 
Kast-Midland it was 16°5; in the Southern 16:4; in the West-Midland 16° 1 : 
in the South-Eastern 15:6; and in the North-Eastern 15:3. 

In the eight aenbival towns the death-rate ranged from~20°4 in Dundee, 
to 15°4 in Leith. In Glasgow it was 18°6; in Aberdeen, 18°1; in Greenock, 
16°9; in Perth, 16°8; in Paisley, 16°7 ; and in Edinburgh, 16'5. In each of 
these towns the death-rate was higher than in the previous quarter. 

Of the total deaths registered during the quarter, 9608 were of Mees and 
9744 of females. 

Deaths registered during October averaged 206 ee in November 201 
daily ; and in December 224 daily. 

The death-rate of the quarter in England and Wales was 15:6, which is 
0:7 less than the death-rate of the quarter in Scotland. 


MARRIAGES, 


Marriages registered during the quarter numbered 8546. The equivalent 
annual marriage-rate amounts to 7:2 per thousand of the estimated population, 
a rate which is the same as that of the previous quarter, is 0-4 higher than 
that of the corresponding quarter of last year, but is 0°1 lower than the mean 
of the rates of the fourth quarter of the last ten years. 

The marriage-rate in the groups of registration districts varied from 8°2 
the Principal Town districts, to 4:1 in the Insular-Rural districts. In the ‘awe 
Town districts it was 7°0; in the Small Town districts, 6°5 ; and in the Mainland- 
Rural districts, 59. 

‘In the divisions of the counties the marriage-rate of the quarter ranged 
from 81 in the North-Eastern, to 5:6 in the West-Midland. In the South- 
Western it was 7-5; in the South-Eastern 7°3 ; In the East-Midland 7:1; in 
the Northern 64 ; in the Southern 6:0 ; and in the North-Western 5:9, 
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In the eight principal towns the marriage-rate of the quarter ranged from 9°] 
in Glasgow to 5:8 in Paisley. In Aberdeen it was 8°7; in Edinburgh 8°6; in 
Greenock 8:2; in Perth 7:9 ; in Dundee 7°8, and in Leith 7:1. 

The average number of marriages registered daily in October was 73, in 
November 62, and in December 143.

CAUSES OF DEATH IN EIGHT OF THE PRINCIPAL TOWNS, _ 


As fully 36 per cent. of the population of Scotland live in eight of the 
principal towns, namely, Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, 
Greenock, and Perth, it may be assumed that the causes of death in them found 
to be prevalent during the quarter are a fairly good indication of the causes of 
death prevalent generally in the country during the quarter. Similar information 
regarding the remaining deaths in Scotland for the period is not available. 

The estimated population of these eight towns is 1,787,788. Deaths 
registered in them during the quarter numbered 8095, for which the equivalent 
annual death-rate is 18°0. The death-rate of these towns in October was 17°2; in 
November, 17°6; and December, 19'1. The average number of deaths registered 
daily in these towns in October was 84 ; in November, 86; and in December, 93. 

Deaths from the acutely infectious diseases numbered 527; of them 154 
were registered in October, 172 in November, and 201 in December. The death-rate 
from these causes in October was 1:01 per thousand ; in November, 1:17; and in 
December, 1°32. The death-rate in October was 0:03 lower than the correspond- 
ing rate of the previous October ; that of November, 0°31 lower than the rate of the 
previous November ; and that of December, 0°33 lower than the rate of the 
previous December. | 

These 527 deaths include 91 from measles ; 48 from scarlet fever 3 109 from 
hooping-cough; 94 from diphtheria ; 48 from enteric fever ; 1 from typhus fever ; 
1 from pyrexia of uncertain origin; and 65 ‘from epidemic cerebro-spinal men- 
ingitis. The death-rate of the quarter from measles amounted to 20 per 100,000 ; 
from scarlet fever to 11 per 100,000; from hooping-cough to 40; from diphtheria 
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to 21; from enteric fever to 11; and from epidemic cerebro-spinal meningitis to | 























14. Deaths from measles were 14 more than in the previous quarter, from scarlet | 
fever 26 more; from hooping-cough 40 more; from diphtheria 45 more; from | 





enteric fever 8 more ; and from epidemic cerebro-spinal meningitis 7 more. There

Deaths from phthisis numbered+ 607, the equivalent annual death-rate being | 
135 per 100,000, a rate which is 18 higher than that of the previous quarter. The | 
death-rate from phthisis in October was 127, in November 127, and in December 150. | 
_ Deaths ascribed to malignant disease numbered 478, the equivalent annual | 
death-rate being 106 per 100,000, a rate which is 7 higher than that of the previous _ 
quarter, and which in October was 111, in November 109, and in December 98. 
Pneumonia was the ascribed cause of 872 deaths, the equivalent annual death- | 
rate amounting to 194 per 100,000, a rate which is 97 more than that of the | 
previous quarter, and which in October was 173, in November 178, and in Decem- | 





ber 229. This quarter’s deaths from pneumonia number 433 more than those of | 





the previous quarter, and 39 more than those of the fourth quarter of last year. | 

Deaths ascribed to bronchitis numbered 601, the equivalent annual death-rate — 
amounting to 133 per 100,000, a rate which is 74 higher than that of the previous _ 
quarter, and which in October was 100, in November 141, and in December 160. | 

Deaths from diseases and accidents of pregnancy and child-birth, including © 
puerperal septic conditions, numbered 82, which is 39 more than in the previous ‘| 
quarter, and 13 more than in the fourth quarter of last year. These deaths amount 
to a rate of 69 per 10,000 births. | 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 1835. The births / 
during the quarter in these towns numbered 11,875, and thus the infantile | 
mortality of the quarter amounted to 155 per thousand births, a rate which is 26 | 
higher than that of the previous quarter, and 12 higher than that of the fourth | 
quarter of last year. The number of these deaths is 308 more than in the pre- | 
vious quarter, and 171 more than in the corresponding quarter of last year. The 
infantile mortality-rate for the quarter was highest in Dundee, 205; and lowest | 
in Perth, 116. In Aberdeen it was 161; in Glasgow, 154; in Edinburgh, 145; | 
in Greenock, 145; in Paisley, 130; and in Leith, 126. Compared to the infantile | 
mortality-rates of the fourth quarter of 1905, the rates of Edinburgh and Greenock | 
are lower, while those of the remaining towns are higher. ; 

Of the deaths, 2820, or 34°8 per cent., were of children of under five years | 
old ; while 2156, or 26-6 per cent., were of persons of over sixty. Deaths under | 
- five numbered 525 more than in the previous quarter, and 58 more than in the f 
corresponding quarter of last year. Deaths over sixty numbered 585 more than in } 
the previous quarter, and 152 more than in the corresponding quarter of last year. 
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Among those dying during the quarter in these towns, there were 8 men and 
96 women aged ninety years or more; of them, 12 died in October, 6 in November, 





-and 16 in December. 

Deaths from violent causes registered during the quarter numbered 336 ; these 
-are 40 more than in the previous quarter, but 45 fewer than in the fourth quarter 
of last year. Of these deaths, 4 were due to homicide, 19 to suicide, and 313 to 


_ accident. 


WEATHER. 


The remarks immediately following on the weather of the quarter are 
extracted from the Meteorological Returns which appear in the Registrar- 
'General’s Monthly Reports, and refer more particularly to observations made in 
eight of the principal towns :— 


October was characterised by a low mean pressure ; a high mean tempera- 
ture, with a normal mean daily range; a very high mean rainfall, with a large 
number of days with rain ; a considerable excess of winds from between 8.E. 
and S.W. November was characterised by a somewhat low mean pressure ; 
a very high mean temperature, with a rather low mean daily range; a rather 
high mean rainfall, with a rather large number of days with rain; an excess of 
winds from 8.W. and W. December was characterised by a slightly high mean 
pressure ; a low mean temperature, with an average mean daily range; a some- 
what low mean rainfall, with about the average number of days with rain ; 
an excess of winds from N.W. and N, 


Observations made throughout Scotland show that the mean height of the 
barometric column, reduced to sea-level and 32° Fahr., was 29°699 inches in 
October, 29°771 inches in November, and 29°830 inches in December. The 
mean temperature for the quarter was 43°2, which is 0°-6 above the average 
mean temperature for the fourth quarter of the last ten years. The mean 
temperature in October was 48°:0; in November, 44°°6; and in December, 
37°:0. The absolutely highest temperature recorded in October was 68°°0; in 
November, 68°°0; and in December, 59°°3. The absolutely lowest temperature 
recorded in October was 21°°0; in November, 26°°0; and in December, 4°:0. 
Rain fell on 23 days in October, on 20 days in November, and on 19 days in 
December ; the mean amount collected was 5:91 inches in October, 4°74 inches in 
November, and 3°92 inches in December. Easterly winds were reported at 18 
observations in October, at 17 in November, and at 6 in December. Westerly 
winds were noted 28 times in October, 32 in November, and 39 in December. 
Northerly winds were noted 13 times in October, 18 in November, and 23 in 
December. Southerly winds were reported at 28 observations in October, at 20 
in November, and at 17 in December. |

OCTOBER 1906— 

Hence the month of OCTOBER 1906 was characterised by a low mean pressure ; 
a high mean temperature, with a fractionally high mean daily range; a slightly high 
mean humidity ; a very high mean rainfall, with a large number of days with rain ; 
a considerable excess of winds from between S.E. and S.W. 

The mean barometric pressure was 29°699 inches, or 0'115 inch below the normal. 
At Leith the mercury was above 30 inches only on 24th and 25th, the extremes there 
being 30°333 inches on 25th and 29°218 inches on 29th. Generally the atmospheric 
conditions of the month were very unsettled, depressions being frequent. Especially 
notable was one on 18th and 19th which pursued a North-Easterly course in the 


. North Sea and brought very heavy rains to Eastern districts, 


The mean temperature was 48°-0, or 1°°5 above the normal, the days being 1°°6 and 
the nights 1°4 above their respective averages. The excess was well-marked in all 
districts, but especially to the South of the Forth and Clyde. The early part of the 
month was extremely mild for the time of year, highest temperatures as a rule 
occurring between 5th and 7th, the actual highest being 68°-0 at Haddington on 5th 
and at Drumlanrig on 6th, and 67°°5 at Lairg on 7th. Lowest temperatures occurred 
on 14th or 30th, the actual lowest being 21°0 at Lairg on 30th, and the only interrup- 
tions to the mildness of the month were about these dates. A range of less than 1°:0 
at Leith on 12th is noteworthy (maximum 515, minimum 50°-7), 

The mean rainfall was 5°91 inches, or 46 per cent. above the normal. The month 
was not so wet as October 1903, but was with that exception the wettest October since 
1874. In the Orkneys, the Hebrides and the Northern counties there was a shortage, 
but in most districts the excess was large, especially in the Lothians and Berwickshire, 
which received considerably more than twice their average rainfall. The number of 
rain days was large, and very heavy falls occurred on llth, 18th and 19th, or from 
26th to 28th. Thus on 11th Leith registered 1:20 inch and Buchlyvie 1:33 inch ; on 
18th Duns 1°85 inch ; on 19th Smeaton as much as 3°28 inches ; and Gordon Castle, 
Loanhead and Balmoral more than 2 inches; on 26th Dumbarton 1°46 inch ; on 27th 
Fort William 1:29 inch; and on 28th Leadhills 2°11 inches, At few stations did a 
spell of three consecutive dry days occur. . 

Snow fell in places about 14th and 19th, 

Thunder at Drumlanrig on 16th, and Kelso (Broomlands) on 22nd. 

A good deal of fog, especially in East and North, at the beginning of the month, 
from 10th to 12th, and on 21st and 22nd. 

Sunshine of variable amount, but on the whole deficient. 

A gale from N.E. was general in East and North on 19th, and appears to have . 
been most severely felt in East Lothian, where the accompanying rain storm was 
exceptionally heavy. A southerly gale was experienced in North and West on 26th. 


NOVEMBER 1906— 

Hence the month of NOVEMBER 1906 was characterised by a somewhat low 
Mean pressure ; a very high mean temperature, with a rather low daily range; a 
humidity about the average ; a high mean rainfall, with a rather large number of rain 
days ; an excess of winds from S.W. and W. . 

The mean barometric pressure was 29°771 inches, or 0063 inch below the normal. 
There were two periods of fairly high pressure, one from about 9th to 16th, the other 
from about 22nd to 27th, whilst the mercury was lowest about 2nd, 17th and 29th. 
At Leith the sea-level extremes were 30°474 inches on 10th and 28'964 inches on 17th. 

The mean temperature was 44°6, or 3°°7 above the normal, the days being 2°8 
and the nights 4°°5 above their respective averages, The month was the mildest 
November since 1899, though November 1902 was almost as mild, There were only 
very brief occurrences of cold weather,—about 10th or between 17th and 21st, the 
absolute minimum of 26°-0 being registered at several stations and on various days :— 
at Buchlyvie on 10th, at Balmoral on 11th, at: Lairg on 17th, and at Balmoral and — 
Crathes on 21st. From 22nd to 24th, and to a more moderate degree thereafter, 
unusually high temperatures prevailed under the influence of South-Westerly winds, 
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the actual highest being 68°°0 at Lairg on 23rd. The highest temperature occurred in 
the Lothians and the North of Scotland, Leith and Gordon Castle both having maxima 
above 60°:0 on three consecutive days. 

The mean rainfall was 4°74 inches, or 25 per cent. above the normal. The 
distribution was very irregular. Thus in the extreme South and West there was a 
deficiency, whilst in Sutherlandshire and from Dunrobin round the fringe of the 
Moray Firth and in the hilly parts of Aberdeenshire the amounts were at places 
unprecedentedly heavy. The Dunrobin total of 8°66 inches was about 3 inches above 
any November rainfall recorded in the last 40 years. In Northern districts the first 
5 days and the last half of the month were almost continuously wet, with heaviest falls 
from 17th to 19th. We may note :—on 17th, 1°67 inch at Dunrobin and 1:47 inch at 
Lairg ; and on 19th, 2°50 inches at Balmoral, 1°77 inch at Dunrobin and 1°36 inch at 
Gordon Castle. 

Snow or sleet in various districts between 18th and 20th. Hail rather frequent. 

Thunder at Perth on 4th ; near Dundee on 5th; and at Glencarron and Rothesay 
on 30th. 

Sunshine rather deficient on the whole, and fog of extremely rare occurrence. 

The weather was rather stormy between 17th and 23rd and at the close of ‘the 
month, but very severe gales did not occur, 

An aurora was observed in Shetland (Baltasound) on 11th. 


DECEMBER 1906— | 7 
Hence the month of DECEMBER 1906 was characterised by a slightly high 
mean pressure ; a rather low mean temperature, with a slightly high mean daily range ; 
a mean humidity close to the normal ; a slightly low mean rainfall, with a slightly high 
number of rain days ; a large excess of winds from a N. W. quarter. 

The mean barometric pressure was 29°830 inches, or 0°050 inch above the normal. 
There was a period of high pressure from 16th to 23rd and the mercury was high also 
on Ist and 6th, lowest readings occurring on 5th and 26th. On the night of the 
5th a deep depression moved southwards over the North Sea with a rapid recovery 
of pressure amounting to about 1 inch in 24 hours. Stormy weather of a North- Westerly 
type at the end of the month was associated with a depression that arrived over the 
South of Norway on 25th and travelled southwards, a small secondary depression that 
crossed England rapidly from N.W. to 8.E. also being an important factor. 

The mean temperature was 37°-0, or 1°1 below the normal, days being 0°'7 and 
nights 1°5 below their respective averages. The mild weather of November was 
prolonged throughout the first week, the second week being decidedly cold. Mild 
- conditions again prevailed, but from 24th to 31st the weather was extremely wintry 
under the influence of winds from N. and N.W. Highest readings occurred on 2nd as 
a rule, and at some stations between 17th and 19th, Lednathie having 59°°3 on 3rd 
and Crathes 58°°0 on 2nd, Lowest readings were noted on night of 30th, but towards 
S.W. and S. on 26th. Crathes reported 4°°0 in shade, Balmoral 7°°0, and Leadhills 9°°0, 
whilst Crathes had exposed readings below zero on 30th and 31st. At Aberdeen 
during the two days, 29th and 30th, the thermometer did not rise above 21°-0. 

The mean rainfall was 3°92 inches, or 5 per cent. below the normal. In Orkney, 
towards the North-West and South-West, in East Lothian and in parts of Aberdeenshire 
there was an excess. In some districts the agreement with the normal was close, whilst 
over above half the country there was a decided shortage. Thus the distribution was 
rather irregular. In the North-West rain fell on every day from 1st to 20th, Glencarron 
registering 3°65 inches on 3rd, and about 74 inches during the first five days. The 
heaviest general falls occurred early in the month, on 12th and on 15th, whilst 
in many districts but little rain fell from 17th to 24th. Heavy snow after that date 
made accurate registration difficult ; and where drifting made it impossible to obtain 
by melting the rainfall equivalent of the actual snowfall, (?) is prefixed to the estimated 
total amount for the month given in the accompanying tables. 

Along our Northern and Western Coasts the weather was stormy from 5th to 7 th, 
and from 12th to 14th a snowstorm occurred in districts. 

The last six days of the month were marked by the severest snowstorm experienced 
for many years. With a gale from the North-West the storm was of the nature of a 
blizzard, and parts of the North-East of Scotland and the Border counties were isolated 
- for some days. In many places the drifts were of great depth. On the afternoon of 
28th, when the storm was at its height, a disastrous railway accident attended with great 
loss of life occurred near Arbroath. | 

Thunder at some Western places on 5th ; and in Shetland, Aberdeen and Crathes 
on 27th. : 

Bright sunshine slightly in excess, but deficient in Orkney. 

An aurora observed at Crathes on 8th, and at Baltasound on 15th.
